Maiigflcd by Mastill's— Frightful Death 
of a lioy in Wheeling:, 
Yirgrinia. 



Three iTcu Roasted to Death by 
Burninff Naptha-A Child lUUed 
by an Eagle. 



AYheklino, W. Va., Sept. C— Edward 
Gillis, nine years old, had' a horrible and 

fatal experience in this city, this evening, 
Vouiig Cillis was playing in Uie street, and 
near at hand was a dog kennel, in wliicli 
were confined six huge Knglish niaslifl's. 
While playing, (Jillis began teasing tlie dogs 
and tliey became fearfully euraged. One of 
the dogi lii oke down the door aud tho si.x 
ferocidu.i linilus niado it fierce attack u^nn 
the hoy. lie was knocked down at liiEt 
onslaught and all tho dogs hcgaii biting .and 
elie\ving him. Over twenty p.opio 
were in sight at tho time und u 
crowd i|uicUly gathered, hut .so great was 
llie fear of the ferocious brutea, 
who seemed utterly mad from the taste of 
hlood, timl it was fully live minutes before 
aid reached the unfortunate youlh. Police- 
man .laiiie.>< (."aiiiey, a.^sisted by \S'illiain 
Ho!)iiiB(jii, aimid with levolvers and crow- 
liui-.s, I'liially rciiclu'd tlie info i iiited iiiiinials, 
but it was iiii|Ki«silile to make ihem loosen 
their liold on the cliil.l, uikI Carney .siml 
five dogs dead while they were .still chewing 
and biting their vieliiii. Tlie sixth brute 
escaped. Carney was seveiely hittcii. 
(iillis' wounds are terrihic. llis eyes, ears 
and nose were literally bitten out, while his 
body ha.s no fewer tlniti GO wounds. 1'he 
doj/s that were killed wore vuluoil at ?1UU 
each. 

Three XIrii ICuaxtcil Alive. 

I'liuvipKNCE, R.I., Sept. 7.— In view of 
100 spectutors three n.en were literally 
roasted ulivo, with water 40 feel deep all 
uliout them. The city has a process of dis- 
l)osingofil3 garbage swill by treating it 
with naphtha, a largo tank of wh'oh was 
lying (in ihe banks of the Woinabtjua tucket 
river. The tank began to leak yesterdiiy, 
and tho river became covered witli a thick 
coating of iiilhiniiiialjle KtuH'. Just beUnr 
tlie tank there was a rait, on which was 
an engine ami a piledriver, worked liy 
tlireo men. Their names were Patrick 
Nagle ami Patrick Fennessy of I'royideiico, 
and I'liiiieas (Jammell of I'awtuoket, 'J'he 
outgoing lido carried the naphtha to the 
piledriver, wliich was eoiupletely .sur- 
rouudod. The gases ari.sing from it were 
inniti d by the tire under the boiler, and in- 
stantly the pilodrivi-r was ablaze and u fear- 
ful llanie and heavy black cloud of snioko 
bid the raft aud pileiliiver from sight. 
While the smoke was rolling up there wore 
beard the nio.st; agonizing • -eains from tho 
men on the ri'lt. An alanif was given, and 
when Ihe lire was subdued the three intn 
were found blackened on tho raft, ri)llin;{ in 
their frenzy and agony, i'l.ty heeu 
penned in by a solid sheet of lite und had been 
roasted. Every bit of skin on Nagle's face, 
hands, arms und legs came off like an old 
g^ove, as well as the ihun.b and linger 
miils. (iarnniell was not BO badly burned, 
but llis injuries are very iierioua. All will 
die. 

Child Klllrd l>] an Iviislc. 

Salt .Stk. Mauii:, Mich., Sept. (i. -John 
Powdje, former chief of the Chippewa tribe 
of Indians, lives on the banks of St. Miiry'H 
river, and acts as a guide for hniitiog 
parties. Vesterday, three Cincinnati men 
engaged him for a day's hunt. They started 
to cross the river, this niorpiug, and w hen 
ne i r'y over noticed a large bird flying high 
in the air. The Indian suid it was uu eagle, 
and suKK'^slcd that he should row back tu 
the Anmrican shore, s ) as to bo within gun- 
shot of the bird if it should descend. He 
did so, and the bird came down within a 
mile of the point where the party lauded. 
They then started for a gunshot diatince. 
Powdjc's squaw nieantime hud gone down 
to the river to get soiiio water, leaving her 
three-months-old pa]ioose tied to the usual 
board und h ailing against tile side of her 
hut. Tlie eagle spied the ehihl and shiwly 
il. .«e"nded lo llie earlli. When ab.iut •-Mil 
feet fioiii the ,t:r,iiiiid the bird iiiade a swoop 
on the help'ess child. The sipiaw saw the 
descent of the bird ami HUjipji-ed that it 
was after a eliiekeii, but she was horrilied

It is believed that he obtained poison 
through some friend while in jail, and was 
enabled to finally complete the work of self- 
destruction, US an autopsy shows signs of 
poison.

apell of bad weather thai has played havoc 
with tho crops was broken and that some- 
thing might bo saved out of the wreck, but 
the burst of fine weather was only tempo 
rary. Onco more the rain descended. Floods 
have come, und, beating on lields ripe for 
the harvest, have (luenclieii the last spark of 
liopc. What makes the trial hauler to 
Jboiir is that the disaster has followed f.ist on 
what promised to bo an unusually hue har- 
vest. Thero was not only a bountiful crop, 
but owing to tho failure of the harvest on 
the continent, jiricos roao, and British farm- 
ers began to meditate serenely on the pros- 
pects of Cs. per bushel for sound wheat. 
!. 'fhat dream is over, and the only i|uestioii is 
'•'whether it will ho worth while, or even ]k«- 
•'"c isible, to harvest the beaten down product of 
U'.iha flooded fields. Grain already cut is 
(kSBtouting, and a few more days such as we 
Siavo lately had would render tlio crops 
-rtorthless for broad making purposes. It is 
vtoi^ only rain, but wind, that has completed 
the ruin of tlio farmers in Kent. Tho hops 
might have stood up against tho rain, con- 
tin nous as it was. but they have been ruth- 
{cfaly beaten down by the prevulent storms, 
'inil whole gardens, which a shdrt time ago 
protniRod fair returns, are, to-day, hopc- 
tfcsHly battered. Nor has the fruit culture 
<yKiil>ed tho Hcnurge, apples, pears and 
ncichfis being swept olT the tfoes. It is 
bitterly fult by the liritish farmer that 
Engiand's adversity i.s America's oppor- 
tunity, and reports whieh reach this country 
«f the magnifloont harvests iu the United 



.States do not relieve the despair with 
which the liritish fanner looks upon his own 
wasted land.

UNDER EXAMINATION. 



TIio Mach-Talked-of Abdaction Case 
Upened in the Police 
Court. 

August May Tells Iiis Story— The 
Girl Has Ajjain Dis- 
appeared. 



" The abduction c;i3o " was tlio talk of 
almost every one, yesterday, and many and 
widely differing were the opinions expressed 
regarding it. Tho common impression 
seems to bo tlint there is something behind 
the cliargo now boiu|J iavestigated, and 
hcucc the progress uf the case is watched 
with unusual interest. 

When Fried was culled in tho police 
court, yesterday morning, Mr. \V. J. 
Taylor appeived !)y his side to coiidiiut liis 
dctenee. I'lie t'roun was represented Ijy Mr. 
d. P. Walls. Occupying a chair at lliu righ 
of Mr. Walls, was August jMay, a ttuniy, 
black wlii-skercd (Jernjaii, the father of the 
girl over whom the tioublo arises. Much 
iK) the disap])ui]itment of the court room 
audience, liattiu -May her.self was not 
present, and, stranger still, both jirosi-'cution 
and defence claim to he cniirely ignorant of 
her wlicreahouts. 

'J'he coun.>!cl for tlie Crown was proceeding 
(() open his case, when the niagislrate, Mr. 
Hclyea, iaiernipted. He had, lie said, a 
statement to make before ho couhl proceed 
to the hiring of tlio questiona involved. 
The matter first came before liim on Friday; 
tliere wa.s no intiniaiion then of acrimesueh 
as charged in the information. The matter 
was of an entirely ditl'erent character. \Vas 
the offence upon which the (Jrown was now 
proceeding alleged to luivo been connnitted 
before or after he was consulted by May T 

Mr. Walls — The crime wa.s coinndited be- 
fore you were seen — tlie aiiduct hju took 
place on Monday week, from Seattle. 

Mr. Belyea— At the time 1 was consulted, 
on Friday morning, the father hud not seen 
Fried or his daughter. If the charge goes 
back before I was interviewed I will not 
hear it. 

Mr. Taylor could see no objection to his 
honor reniainiug upon the bench, 

Mr. Walls, proceeding to the issue, said 
that the evidence he would produce was 
that August May, a carpenter li\riug in 
Seattle, had lost his danghter, a prutty girl 
of between 15 and 16 years. The detuiU of 
her departure from homo were related, as 
already published in the Coloniht. The 
father came to look for her in Victoria, and 
found her wearing dresses and jewelry 
which alio was not possessed of wlien she 
left Seattle, and which were not betittiug 
her station in life. On Fridaj' afternoon 
the girl uccouipanicd her fallier to llie post 
ollice, and consented to go homo with him, 
asking only time to get her own clothes and 
pack up. She said the would rejoin bim in 
an hour, and leftliis side, and he saw her 
go straight to Fried's barl>er shop. Finding 
that the girl did not come back, llie father 
again made his way to Fried's house and 
asked if Hnttio there. Mrs. Fried told 
him " No." He went again, in company 
with ii police ollicer, and suiv the 
girl. Then— a most pecnliar thing — 
on Saturday niglit Mrs. Fried proiluued the 
girl, the father not having been able to (iud 
her in tho nieantitne. Hattie was with 
Mrs. Fried at the police station whiui Fried 
was arrested, and the last seen of her she 
disappeared up Broad street. All of which 
went lo show tlnit thi? Frieds liad control of 
and were harboring tliu girl, contrary to 
law. 

August May was the first witneaa called, 
lie asked to bo allowed an interpreter, as 
he knew but little English, and understood 
less. Mr. Walls said he had anticip.aed 
tho difUculty by procuring an interpreter, 
but counsel for the defence objected. May 
could understand by trying a little, he 
said, and his iionor, reniurkinc; tliat he had 
had no difficulty in making the prosecutor 
understand English, sustained the objec- 
tion. 

Tho evidence of Mr. May was connnenced 
at 12 o'clock. He said iliat he came here 
Friday to take his daughter home. Reach- 
ing 'V'ictoria ut4 a.m., he went to the 
Angel Hotel until 8, and then called at the 
police station. 1'heru he was told to 
come ugiin in an hoar ami a half and see 
the Chief, and was by him referred to the 
police magistrate, whom he saw in his room 
at the City Hall. His honor told him to 
call at his law ol&ce, nnd when he did so, 
told him that he would get out papers, ami 
they would cost him 820. This ho could 
not well afford. Ho went to Fried'a house 
and found his daughter there. Fricil was 
there too, il was about dinner time, and he 
said be would give her up and she co(dd go 
home with wltnc^ss. Aftcn- a few niinutes 
lie heard Fried tell the gii-l lo go along with 
him, and be (Fried) would tee a lawj-er at 
once and hx it to get her back. Tlu; daughter 
went with witne.-s to the post ollice. She 
declared that she ivas svilling to uccnmiiany 
him, and only waiiteil tiiiiit to ]iack up her 
few things. Slie lidl bim lo do this ami he 
saw her go .straight to Fi-icil's liailier shop. 
Alter waiting a while wiincss went back to 
Frii d's Ikhisc, and Mr.s. l'"i icd said ."hi; had 
not brcn there. Then, in company with 
Ollicer McNeill, he paid the house a second 
call anil saw the girl. She said she would 
not go. .She had got a lawyer. Mis. Fi-ied 
also came lo tlie door and called him had 
names. T'his was the last time he saw tlie 
girl. She liad always lived at luinie with 
the exception of abiiut tw.i months, when 
slio was slaying with .Mrs. Fried's sister. 
As soon as lie leani' d wli.it kind of jioople 
they were he took her away. The girl left 
Seattle with Mr.s. Fried'.s si.ster— she had no 
money of her own. llaltie was ],'> j-eais, 
six months and a lew days' old — a pretty 
girl, and well developed for her age. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Taylor, witness 
said that ho had worked in various places, 
which bo named, during the past two years. 
Tho other boys and girls worked, and 
brouoht in their money to tho home. So 
did this girl when she was working. She 
gave her money to her mother who supplied 
her with what she needed. (Mr. Taylor 
was proceeding to o searching examination, 
wdien the witness flung his arms into the 
air, ejaculating, " You make mo crazy ! I 
tell all 1 know, but I can't tell what I do not 
tmderslanil. (let sonic (lenuaii so 1 c;iii 
spoke to him." 

Counsel for the defence ctmliniied lo press 
for iiiforiiiation as lo the places where wit- 
ness bad 111 en working lately, and he said 
Portland, Senlt'e iiiid I'orL CriMreiil. He 
was not a drinluiig man, tlioiigh he had no 
objoctioii to taking a few glas'^es of beer 
with fiieiids. lliiil tilled no laid language lo 
.\Ir.s, Fiied. I'ried did not refuse lo give 
II]) the gill, hilt told the girl to ^'o along 
and he would gi t a laivyer In gi t lii r hack. 

Alter an ailjiiuriiiiient for liiiii'lieini, the 
eross-exaniination pi nornli'd. .Mr. Walls

fooUak and iuconsistent in them to coudenui 
measures which were bo clearly in accoril- 
ance with the principles which they, them- 
aelve.-), profesacd to hold, and that to throw 
doubt upon the Giivcrnment'a earncstnes.a 
and sincerity would be to lead the public to 
suspect the honesty of their own profiSoionH 
-•E zeal in the cause of pure Government. In 
fact the course which the orgats of the Op- 
position arc now pursuing is so unusual that 
it is impossible to account for it, except 
khat ihoy have, at last, eotno to the con- 
elusion that tlio policy of the Government 
is so wi.se, and so well calculated to 
lessen the evil of which the whole country 
>ia compluiuing, that to criticize their acts 
adversely would bs to, do both the critics 
themselves and the Liberal party irrepar-

A MODERN MIRACLE. 

'The Canadian Pacitio Railwoy Company 
lias performi (1 wlmt a few yiars ago «oubi 
h'.ive Ik;i 11 looked upon as a miracle. 'J"o 
aross this continent, from ocean to ocean, in 
eighty-oigbt hours was, indeed, a wonderful 
feat. If any one twenty years ago, or even 
MS, had predicted that this would I o dune h 
would be sdouted as an idle drc.nier or a 
rann on the verge of iiiauiiily. rmclicul 
men would decl.uc, uith jici fei^ coiiliilciice, 
that the thing could not bo done— that it 
was a sheer impossibility. No ono who hud 
any regard fur the esteem of his friends or 
for his reputation as a practical man and a 
man of sense, when the construction of the 
C.uiiidian Pacific Railway was lirst mooted, 
would have had the leincrily to say lliat 
ho might live tu sec the day 
when tho journey from Yokohunia 
to Now \'ork would be nuide in thirteen 
days. The soientifio enthuaiust who be- 
lieved that lliia could be done and might 
eomo to puss wliilo he lived, would hardly 
reiiture to give utterance to bia eonvicti-iiH. 
He knew if he did ho would bu tho butt of 
the ridicule of one half of his acquaintances,, 
while tho other half would eye him with 
.wspioion and ftdvioa his relatives to look 
After him. Yet when these same people arc 
innw told that it is poasiblo that a letter 
posted in Japan will, after being conveyed 
across two rcoans and tho widest part ol 
ihu groat continent of North America, be 
delivered in London twenty-one days after 
-U w«8 written, they will smilingly acquiesce 
ia the slulcment, and not consider it such 
tt very groat marvel after all. It will be 
<ionO in their own day and uiuler their 
own eyes, and tlioreforu is not greatly 
to be wondered at. Hut tho speed 
and tho certainty with wlHoh that 
lottprcanbe conveyed to its destination 
.are wonderful, and boar the most striking 
(te.timony to tho soiontifio progroas of tho 



age, and to the fiUill, the energy and the 
I enterprise of the nun who have been chief- 
ly iiislrumeiital in working this wonder of 
nur time. 

This triumph of engineerini? skill, politi- 
cal s,.gneiLy und coiinncrciul enterprise ia 
franglit with conscciiiences wliich the wis- 
est aud most far-seeing men iu tho world 
are only beginning to guess at. What its 
uUimato results may bo it is impossible 
even to coujecturo. One thing, however, is 
alivudy certain, and that is, that the men 
wlio proJecLt'd tho Uuiiadian Pacific Rail- 
way, and in the face <if the ii;o.st furmiduble 
(iillicullios of all kinds, cnur.igeoualy car- 
ried it on to completion, worked better 
than even llieij knew, and must now and 
hereafter, he regarded as among the] moi-t 
illi.'ieut, promoter.) of tho advaiiceinciiL and 
the welfare, not of Canada alone, but of 
thu whole Uritish empire. 

TJIE SOCIA LISTIC COXORES^. 

The Uritish delegates at the Brussels La- 
bor Congress were not; ia sympathy with 
the Continental representatives of labor. 
Socialistic doctrines are not well received 
by any class in Groat Britain. Tho ardent 
Socialists, even among working men, are 
few in number, and they are not popular. 
r>riti-.li workiugiiion, like the ruit of their 
fcUiiw -countrymen, are practical. They 
care veiy little tor mere theories, no matter 
how high-sounding they are. What tboy 
want ill the way of r<'fnrm i.s something 
that can be had imw, ahd they aie willing 
ill '• go .slow." I f t hi'y iMniiiit gel all liny 
want utouce, they will take what they can 
obtain, und are content to wait until they 
can advance unotlier step. Their continent- 
al 111 igliliors reproach them for being too 
cold iind too patient, and they also declare 
petiiluiitly that the liril isli are illogical. 
But, illogical as lie ia, tho Briton has ad- 
vauceil niueli farther on the road 
of true freedom than has the citizen 
of iiiiy other ciiunlry. Under his system 
of coinpniiiiise.s, wiiicli ardent theorists of 
all nations ilc^piso and deride, he has kept 
continually going uliiad. He has taken 
what it was possible to get, mid lie has kept 
what he has gained. Between him and the 
men of the continental nations of Europe 
the rice has been like that between the hare 
anil the tortoise. The continental .Socialist 
wdio wants everything gets nothing, whi'e 
the ]>i itiah reformer asks for what is rea- 
sonable and attuinublc, and gets it, or 
soinctliiiig very ncur it. 

At the Bruatels Congress the proposals of 
the leading men, who were socialists ami 
not true labor reformers, were wild and im- 
practicable. The French, German and Itjliaii 
delegates persiateil in advocating extreme 
measures, and Mould have the Congicsa 
commit itself to principles aud measutta 
that would have had the eGfect of alarming 
the conservative classes in every country, 
and consequently of bi iiiging the cause of 
Labir into diareputo. The British dcle- 
gites, it appears, ubiiost alone, opposed 
resolutions in which tlie principles i.nil de- 
signs of Sojialisin were broadly and strong- 
ly expressed, and, although they were in a 
minority, such was the moral iufluence ex- 
cised by them, that the leading resolution 
was changed to meet their views. Tho fol- 
lowing is the amended resolution which was 
can ill! by acciamatiou uud with tho great- 
cat enthusiasm; — 

" This Congress, recognising tho existence 
of a class struggle, aud couv^iuced tliu-t, as 
long as uliiss rule prevails the etraneipution 
of the working clusaea will be impost^ible, de- 
clai es that the laws enacted, and the de- 
crees issiifil ill varimis countries since the 
Paris Intel liAlioiiid CongrcrS, held in IHSi), 
do not in any respect meet the aspiruliuns 
of the workers, That although thu Belli a 
Coufereuce, as admitted by those who them- 
selves initiated it, met under the prisHure 
exeitcil by tho Iiiteriiatiunal Labor Con- 
gresses, and may therefore bo reganb d aa 
an inipnrtant concession to public opinion, 
the re.- lilts have ileiih iistrated that existing 
Giiveriiiiii iitH (b) iioi wi-sli to tli'ect neces- 
sary reforms, and that on tlio oilier hinil 
the resolutions of the liorliii t'oiib n-ii. c 
llivo lie '11 llsid as a [inttXt. Iiyci riini 
ma niif.Kitiii iiig l owiitries lo aricst liirii)'- 
velopinent of lalio- ■|iiulrct;vii Ic.'i.slalKMi 
by invoking the decisions of ill;; lie liii 
Conleiviiee, and pointing In llic doiecls 
in l:ie Icgi-liliiiri ot coiii|ietiiig coll ii tin a.

"wiigcdom" is moro than men of ordinary 
iimleistaiiding can coniprelieiul. It is 
beyoiul tliii power of legialation lo make 
ovory man who is able and willing to work 
a capitalist, and it has nob yot been vouuli- 
aafed to any moro mortal to see how logis- 
hituros can devise tliut great undertakings 
anil induslriul istabliahiiieiits can bo car- 
ried on by workingiiien who have no 



capiliil. ICveu if tho state supplied the 
capital, the share which each .workman 
would get might not lo called wpgcs," 
bub it would be payment for labor done, 
and, who is to tell, whether, under state 
socialism such as lliis is, the industrious 
workman would get as much as ho does 
now 'i Tho Socialists seem to forget that 
the State can create nothing. All it can do 
is to administer ; and it does not manage the 
conce.-iia with which it is entrusted so well 
Hut men should greatly desire to widen the 
sphere of its operations.

One year a«o George Knapp married Miaa 
Patlon. a school (eaelier at Sitkn, sister of the 
wife of cx United states Commissioner Brady, 
Lallerly Mrs. Knapp presented her husband 
with a male hiir, and the l.itter ucoiisod his 
wife of ialldelii V, and wniietlie woman was ill 
brutally as.-auliua lu^r in a vi'>li!nt manner.
